“| turned over the pier, as one part of the 
completed whole project, to Iago. Odis 
Mingus, Lago's general manager, received 
the dock on behalf of the company and 
made a few brief remarks. 

Kwartsz ‘honored 
the occasion by cutting are ribbon which 
officially opened the new pier. He also 
made a short address. As Lt. Governor 
Kwartsz cut the ribbon, an Esso house 
flas was removed from the base of a bol- 
lard on which there is a bronze plaque of 
dedication of the entire project. Simul- 
taneously an Esso flag, raised on the hose 
handling structure of the pier was a sig- 
nal for the ships in the harbor to blow " 
their whistles as a mar ine salute to these 
newest additions to Aruba'’s harbor facili 
ties. :
